HEADS  I  WIN,  TAIL8  YOU  LOSE. 

The  great  international  yacht  race 
between  tho  Defender  and  Valkyrie  III 
ended  in  a  liasco.  It  seems  that  in  a 
contest  yvith  thfe  New  York  yacht  club 
it  is  u  case  o'  “Heads  1  win,  tails  you 
lose.*’  Tho  conditions  imposed  on  a 
competing  yacht  are  all  in.  favor  of 
tho  American  boat,  aud  what  with 
technicalities,  and  the  friendly  aid  of 
American  excursion  boats,  it  seems  a 
foregone  conclusion  that  no  yacht,  be 
she  ever  so  much  superior,  can  wrest 
the  cup  from  the  New  York  yacht 
club,  under  existing  conditions.  The 
first  race  of  the  series  was  won  by  the 
Defender,  on  her  merits  we  are  told, 
although  it  is  significant  to  note  that 
the  Valkyrie  lead  the  way  for  a  con¬ 
siderable  distance,  aud  then  the  ex¬ 
cursion  boats  began  to  get  in  their 
work.  They  ran  across  her  bow,  they 
got  to  windward  of  her,  and  as  one 
man  says  ;  “Of  course  the  boats 
carrying  these  people  are  Americans, 
while  the  captains  do  their  best  to  give 
thosuon  board  the  best  view  possible, 
they  take  precious  good  care  to  keep 
out  of  the  way  of  their  own  champion 
no  matter  how  much  they  may  inter¬ 
fere  with  the  foreigner.1’  The  Valk¬ 
yrie  was  forced  to  take  the  backwash 
of  a  vast  number  of  excursion  steam¬ 
ers,  and  it  is  hard  to  estimate  how 
much  her  progress  was  retarded  by 
them. 

The  second  raco  was  won  by  the 
Valkyrie,  but  on  a  protest  from  the 
Dofeuder  people,  that  had  the  positions 
been  reversed  we  are  confidant  would 
never  have  been  made,  it  was  awarded 
to  the  Defender.  A  large  number  of 
expert  yachtraen  hold  that  the  Defend¬ 
er  was  responsible  for  the  foul  on 
which  she  was  awarded  the  race,  and 
tho  Defender  people  in  accopting  a  race 
that  they  did  not  win  showed  that 
they  were  by  no  means  confident  of 
victory.  The  third  raco  the  Defender 
won  on  her  merits,  as  she  went  over 
the  course  alone,  and  came  in  with 
flying  colors.  The  Valkyrie  merely 
crossed  the  starting  line  in  the  third 
contest  to  make  a  race  of  it.

One  of  the 
specific  troubles  .complained  of  was  that

il  >nv  to  t!»e  mind.  For  this  reason  it  is 
cu>t  mory  to  ertimate  star  distances 
n  ".Itfht  years."  A  light  year  Is  the 
list'; iu  ■  that  light,  moving  at  the  rate 
•  f  is*  .'500  miles  per  second,  travels  in 
jn»*  year.  Tills  amounts  In  round  nuirt- 
ers  to  5  8*0  000.000.000  miles.*  The  dls- 
ance  of  Alpha  Y’entaurl  is  4.‘36  light 
y-nrs;  that  of  Sirius',  the  Dog  Star,  is 
.i  I  most  exactly  twice  th  great,  or  8.6 
light  years.  In  other  words  light  re¬ 
quires  8.6  y  *r.  rs  to  come  to  us  from 
Sirius.  And  these  are  among  the  very 
nearest  of  the  stars.  Some,  whose  par¬ 
allaxes  have  b  en  rather  estimated  than 
measured,  appear  to  be  situated  at  a 
distance  which,  light  could  not  traverse 
In  less  than  one  or  two  centuries.  The 
great  star  Arcturus,  for  Instance.,  has, 
according  to  Dr.  Elkin,  a  parallax  of 
only  eighteen  one-thousandths  of  a  sec¬ 
ond.  Its  distance  must  in  that  case, 
be  about  181  light  yean*,  or  more  than 
a  thousand ‘million  mil. Ion  miles.  And 
if  its  distance  is  so  great  then,  since 
light  varies  inversely  as  the  square  fit 
the  distance  from  its  source,  it  can  be 
sho^n  that  Arcturus  must  actuaally 
glve'^orth  6,000  to  6,000  times  as  much 
light  as  the  sun  yields. 

Yet  Arcturus  Is  evidently  much  near¬ 
er  than  the  vast  majority  of  the  stars 
are.  Not  one  In  a  million  is  known  to 
hive  a  parallax  large  enough  evci\  to 
be  Intelligently  guessed  at.  There  may 
be  stars  whose  light  requires  thou¬ 
sands  Instead  of  hundreds  of  years  to 
cross  the  space  separating  them  from 
us. 

We  thus  see  that  only  n  few  points 
on  the  nearer  shores  of  the  starry  uni¬ 
verse  lies  within  reach  of  our  measure¬ 
ments;  here  and  there  a  Jutting  head¬ 
land.  while  behind  stretches  the  vast 
expanse  over  which  the  hundreds  of 
millions  of  stars  known  to  exist  are

character.  He  comes  up  to  London^*x- 
pectlng  to  revel  In  glimpse#  of  antiquity 
and  he  finds  himself  at  once  preoccupied 
with  practical  evidences  of  the  modern 
art  of  municipal  government  arid  en¬ 
lightened  progress  In  solving  the  com¬ 
plex  problem  of  ministering  to  the  com¬ 
fort  and  necessities  of  an  Immense  ur¬ 
ban  population. 

The  spires  of  Greater  London  number 
nearly  a  thousand.  Seldom  Is  a  visitor 
far  removed  from  at  least  one  of  them, 
and  he  cannot  remain  here  ling  with¬ 
out  acknowledging  the  potency  of  the 
Influence  exerted  by  the  churches.  One 
of  my  many  surprises  In  London  w4* 
a  cnsual  visit  to  Old  Bow  Church  at 
noon  on  a  week  day,  when  1  expected 
to  find  It  empty;  but  there  was  a  crowd¬ 
ed  congregation  listening  to  a  prtcfeal 
sermon  from  an  eloquent  preacher  ;  nd 
Joined  In  a  hearty  hymn.  Outside  w  s 
the  whirl  and  rumble  of  London  at  Its 
busiest  hour,  and  In  one  of  the  noisiest 
centres,  but  within  was  an  old-faah- 
loned  evangelical  service  conducted 
with  fervor.  I  have  yet  to  enter  :.n 
English  church  on  Sunday  that  was 
not  thronged  with  worshippers;  no.- 
have  I  ever  seen  a  great  city  that  was 
more  orderly  and  quiet  on  Sundays 
than  this  great,  progressive,  conserva¬ 
tive  London.

So  long  ago  us  1136  It  was  ri 
landmark  and  signal,  as  appears  upon 
records. 

In  the  West  of  Ireland  w.’S  an  enor¬ 
mous  forest  until  the  sixteenth  cen¬ 
tury.  After  the  Geraldine  rising  In 
1634.  this  great  forest  w.is  all  cut  away 
by  English  cettlers  as  a  means  of  de¬ 
priving  the  Irish  of  their  last  hiding 
place  and  refuge. 


Fighting  Consumption. 

Consumption  or  tuberculosis  has  been 
the  subject  of  curly  and  more  vigorous 
efforts  to  check  its  transmission  Into 
Prussia  than  elsewhere,  as  Is  natural, 
considering  that  Dr.  Ko  h  Is  u  R.  lln 
professor.  The  result  Is  that  while  from 
1876  to  1887,  before  his  discovery,  the 
deaths  from  tubercle  or  consumj  tlon, 
were  31  In  10,000;  since*  1887  there  h  is 
been  a  gradual  decrease  to  26  In  10  003. 
Elsewhere  this  decrease  has  not  t  ken 
jdace.  Prussian  prisons  and  Insane  asy¬ 
lums  show  a  reduction  In  their  d  ‘nth 
rate  from  tuberculosis,  since  careful 
precautions  wen*  adopted.  The  death 
rule  from  this  cause  among  religious 
nursing  orders  was  In  1881-2  114  per 
10,000.  In  1893-4  It  had  dropped  to  67, 
almost  half.  Facts  like  these  show  the 
absolute  necessity  of  careful  p-ecnu- 
tlona  for  destroying  the  sputa  of  con¬ 
sumptive  patients.  Rigorous  care  .in 
this  direction  would  greatly  decrease  a 
disease  to  which  r  lnrg*  proportion  f 
deaths  are  due.— Philadelphia  Paw.

Gone  to  His  Reward. 

On  September  11th,  1895,  at  the  family

Mrs.  Michael 
Pringle,  the  eldest  daughter,  preoeded  her 
father  to  the  grave  about  ten  years  ago. 
Mr.  Sills  served  as  a  volunteer  in  the 
rebellion  of  1837.  He  was  a  member  of  Q*e 
Methodist  ohoroh,  and  a  Christian  who 
both  by  precept  and  example  was  a  living 
witness  t<?  the  saving  powers  of  Christ 
Jesus.  Deceased  was  a  staunch  Reformer 
and  daring  his  life  did  yeoman  service  for 
tbe  Liberal  cause.
